Navy Wartime Officers 
To Get Regular Billets 


Legislation to permit appointment in 
the Regular Navy after the war of quali- 
fied temporary and Reserve officers is now 
being drafted in the Navy Department, it 
has been learned. 

The proposed plan will reach the Con- 
gress either before the July recess, or if 
details are not complete by that time, 
later in the summer. 

The Marine Corps is also studying the 
matter of permanent appointments, but 
has reached no decisions, it was learned. 
One question to be decided is whether 
the Marine Corps will come under the 
Navy bill being drafted, or will have sep- 
arate legislation. 

The proposed bill will not set minimum 
or maximrm ages for appointment, aor 
will it deal with numbers. These are ques- 
tions, a naval official reminded, which de-

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General Harbord Confident 

When the great invasions of Europe 
get under way, Americans can be con- 
fident of the ultimate results, Lt. Gen. 
J. G. Harbord, Chairman of the Board 
of the Radio Corporation of America, told 
members of the Historical Society of 


Pennsylvania meeting in Philadelphia, 19 | 


May. He warned, however, that “we will 
do our fighting men an injustice if we 
overlook the tremendous difficulties in- 
yolved and expect an overnight miracle.” 

General Harbord, who served 
of Staff of the American Expeditionary 
Forces in France in the last war, cited 
what he described as a “hypothetical in- 
yasion” by an army of 250,000 men to 
bring out the multiple problems of estab- 
lishing a foothold on enemy-held soil. He 
said that for a force of that size more 
than 1,750,000 tons of equipment would 
have to be landed with the invaders, and 
at least 250,000 additional 
plies would have to be landed each month, 
to say nothing of replacements in men 
and materiel. 

“Suppose the leader of the invasion en 
countered no special problem because of 
enemy air attacks or enemy submarine 
attacks,” General Harbord declared, “he 
would still have enough regular and rou- 
tine problems. When supplies come 
ashore, warehouse space and storage 
space must be found for them. He would 
need 2,000,000 square feet of open stor- 
age space and some 1,750,000 square feet 
of covered storage space. He would need 
to arrange for the arrival of more than 30 
cargo ships a month and their unloading. 

“If the invasion leader intended to push 
the enemy back—and make the invasion 
more than a mere landing—he would 
have to discover what rail facilities were 
available for taking his supplies for- 
ward, what their capacity was, the state 
of the rolling stock and the roadbed, what 
the census of the motor truck pool was, 
how many trained men would be available 
to keep the railroads functioning and the 
trucks running.” 

These are only part of the task, accord- 
ing to General Harbord, who commanded 
the 2nd Division during the battles of 
July, 1918, in the great Soissons offen- 
sive. He related how, in addition to the 
supply problem, there are always the 
fundamental problems of strategy and 
tactics, involving skillful use of sea and 
air power, landing forces and reserves. 


Inter-Service Study 

To reconcile differences of opinion

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Army Separations 

Separations from the Army of 
United States underwent an appreciable 
decrease during the first three months 
of 1944. In the latter part of 1943 the 
number of separations had run as high 
as 90,000 a month. In contrast, separa- 
tions for the first quarter of 1944 aver- 
aged only about 50,000 a month. 

Officer total of deaths, battle and non- 
battle, was 13,000 for the entire war up 
to 31 March 1944; honorable discharges 
13,000; prisoners of war and missing, 
10,000; other separations 2,000, making 
a total of 38,000. 


New Oil Traps Germs 

A highly promising odorless, greaseless, 
non-sticky oil treatment for floors, 
blankets and bedding that traps germs in 
hospital wards and barracks, has been 
developed in researches carried out by 
medical scientists for the Office of The 
Surgeon General of the Army 

The new oil treatment holds the bac- 
teria and viruses of infectious diseases 
so tightly they cannot spread into the 
air, Dr. Francis G. Blake, of Yale Uni- 
versity’s School of Medicine and Presi- 
dent of The Board for the Investigation 
and Control of Influenza and Other Epi- 
demic Diseases, stated at meetings of the 
Board just concluded. 

Tests at Camp Carson, Utah, and 
neighboring Peterson Field covering 16,- 
000 men indicate respiratory ailments can 
be reduced 28 per cent by 
floors of barracks oiled and_ soldiers’ 
blankets impregnated with an invisible, 
odorless, non-sticky oil film, Dr. Robert- 
son reported. 


German Air Power Declines 

The German air force_is “more or less 
of a shell,” declared General Henry H, 
Arnold, commanding general of the Army 
Air Forces, at a Washington press con- 
ference 18 May. 

“T don’t think they have any reserves,” 
he said, adding that their peak had been 
reached a year ago, but that they now 
have more planes than in 1939 and 1940, 

After describing the campaign against 
German production centers, many of 
which have been left in total ruin, Gen- 
eral Arnold stated : 

“Every time they come up and try to 
oppose one of our raids they have irre- 
placeable losses.” 

Describing the rapidity with which the 
enemy rebuilds wrecked factories, 
fields and transportation lines, he said: 

“I think that as long as the Germans 
have the will to fight we must repeat such 
bombings.”

Demand Pearl Harbor Trials 


A resolution extending for another 
three months from 7 June the extension 
of liability for court martial of those re- 
sponsible for the Pearl Harbor disaster 
was introduced in the House 16 May by 
Representative Dewey Short, Mo. 

Mr. Short’s resolution further directs 
the Secretaries of War and the Navy to 
institute court martial proceedings on all 
charges before the expiration of the three 


months. ; 
Mr. Short, author of the first extension 


of liability, which became law in Decem- 
ber, 1943, declared that the waivers of 
immunity signed by Rear Adm. Husband 
E. Kimmel, USN-Ret., and Maj. Gen. 
Walter Short, USA-Ret., “cannot affect 
anyone but these two men. 

“When Congress extended the statute 
last December it had been informed of 
the waivers by Kimmel and Short. Con- 
gress was not thinking of them alone. 
Congress intended to prevent the escape 
from justice of any and all persons re- 
sponsible for Pearl Harbor.” ; 

The following day, Josephus Daniels, 
former Secretary of the Navy and former 
Ambassador to Mexico, told the House 
Select Post War Military Policy Com- 
mittee that 7 Dec. 1941 “may also go into 
history as ‘The Day of Army and Navy 
Breakdown, Limited.’ : 

“The Japanese could not have made it 
a day of surprise and defeat to America,” 
Mr. Daniels continued, “if the General 
and the Admiral, charged with the duty 
of preparedness and vigilance, had not 
been asleep at the switch.” 

He continued: “The Japanese won be- 
because they found the General and the 


” 


Admiral ‘absent without leave’. 

Mr. Short launched a bitter attack on 
official inaction in the Pearl Harbor trials. 
He told the House: 

“To permit the period of the present ex- 
tension to expire without any further official 
action will mean that guilty persons for- 
ever escape punishment. If the Kimmel and 
Short court martfals should develop evi- 
dence that other persons, military or civil, 
were guilty of derefiction of duty, it would 
be outrageous that such persons should avoid 
justice because of official inaction, 

“If Congress had not acted last Decem- 
ber, this very thing would have happened. 
Now, 6 months later the failure of the War 
and Navy Departments to take any action 
again requires that Congress act in the pub- 
lic interest. 

“This will be the second time Congress has 
had to recover a nearly fatal fumble in this 
matter resulting from official inaction - 

“The American people will scrutinize care- 
fully any statements, official or otherwise, 
that it is not possible to hold a court mar- 
tial now because proceedings would adversely 
affect the war effort and important witnesses 
would not be available. 

“According to the press, the Navy Depart- 
ment has found it possible to direct Admiral 
Hart to take the testimony of witnesses in 
the naval forces concerning Pearl Harbor. 
This proceeding has been enveloped in se- 
crecy and no one seems to know what pur- 
pose it serves. However, the fact that such 
proceedings have recently taken place and 
that Admiral Hart has taken testimony on 
this matter, shows that witnesses can be made 
available. 

“Pearl Harbor is 24% years behind us now. 
It is difficult to believe that the true story 
of that fateful day could have much effect 
on the present prosecution of the war. Delay 
in this matter breeds delay. Delay piled upon 
delay invites an attempt to forget the whole 
thing forever. Kimmel and Short would then 
xo to their graves without a day in court. 
Any other persons involved would escape and 
the whole story would never be told. Injus- 
tice and concealment of this kind ought not 
to be perpetrated in the name of the war 
effort. 

“Pearl Harbor was a bitter episode. It will 
forever remain a dark day in American his- 





tory. It was perhaps the worst defeat ever 
suffered by the armed forces of the United 
States. It cost the lives of 3,000 men and 
hundreds of millions of dollars in equipment. 
A disaster of such appalling magnitude can 
never be forgotten and all persons, civil or 
military, who were responsible for this ig- 
nominious calamity should be made to shoul- 
der the responsibility and suffer the conse- 
quences. Many noncommissioned officers and 
privates have been court martialed for hav- 
ing made far less serious mistakes.” 





Psychiatry in the Services 
Various phases of psychiatry as it 
concerns military and naval personnel 
were discussed at the convention of the 


American Psychiatric Association this 
week in Philadelphia. 
Rear Adm. Ross T. Melntire, USN, 


Surgeon General of the Navy, told the 
assembled doctors that the Navy has es- 
tablished a large neuro-psychiatric hos- 
pital in one of our operating theaters “to 
receive the man who breaks down in com- 
bat circumstances in the shortest possi- 
ble time.” 

Admiral McIntire said that the navy 
is sending out from this hospital, into the 
combat lines, small mobile psychiatric 
units so that the man is seen immedi- 
ately upon his demonstration of early 
symptoms. By this means, the navy ex- 
pects to be able to handle neuro-psychia- 
tric cases from inception through to con- 
clusion. 

Col. John M. Murray, consultant in the 
office of the Army Air Surgeon General, 
said that about half the combat fliers 
who crack under strain are being restored 
so fully that they can return to duty. 
Colonel Murray said that one can not pre- 
dict by appearances which type of man 
will be affected first. Sometimes it will 
be the stalwart he-man type of soldier 
who cracks under strain, while the pre- 
war neurotic who may have been regarded 
as a sissy comes through with flying 
colors.

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Approve Nurse Rank Bill 

By a two vote margin, the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee this week voted to 
approve temporary, rather than perma- 
nent, actual commissioned rank for Army 
nurses, and reported the modified Bolton 
bill, H.R. 4445, to the House. 

Shelved by the committee by a 11-9 vote 
was the older Bolton bill which would 
have given nurses, physical therapists 
and dietitians actual commissioned rank 
permanently. The measure was opposed 
by the War Department. 

The bill reported has the approval of 
the department. It gives actual commis- 
sioned rank only for the duration. 

The measure will be amended on the 
House floor to include Navy nurses, said 
Representative Sparkman, of Ala., in 
charge of a subcommittee which perfected 
the bill. 

As reported by the committee, H.R. 
4445, in addition to granting actual com- 
missioned rank, provides: 

Disability retirements, effective from 7 
Dec. 1941, at 75 per cent of highest pay 
received by the disabled nurse; 

Travel pay from home to first duty sta- 
tion of nurses, dietitians and physio- 
therapists appointed after 22 Dec. 1942. 

A companion bill to H.R. 4445, but with- 
out the travel pay clause, was recently 
reported by the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee and is awaiting action in the 
Senate.

One hundred and ninety-nine United 
States Infantry Rangers, including seven 
who took part in the Dieppe raid in Au- 
gust, 1942, have returned to this country. 
The Rangers, veterans of every campaign

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Beer for the Navy 


Press dispatches from Naples this week 
quoted Vice Adm. H. K. Hewitt, U. S. 
naval commander for the northwest 
Africa area, as urging that beer be made 
available to men aboard U. S. Naval ves- 
sels—something that has been against 
naval regulations since the wine mess and 
all other alcoholic beverages aboard 
ships were abolished before World War I. 

Josephus Daniels, the World War I 
Secretary of the Navy, who ordered all 
alcoholic beverages off naval vessels, told 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL this week 
that he hoped Admiral Hewitt’s sugges- 
tion that beer be restored to vessels will 
not be adopted. 

“When I issued my order,” he told the 
JOURNAL, “they told me it would never 
stick. But it has stuck, and it has re- 
ceived the endorsement of such fleet 
commanders as Admiral Dewey, Admi- 
ral Fletcher and Admiral Mayo.” 

While admitting that beer itself would 
not be so bad, Mr. Daniels stated that it 
would be an opening wedge for wines, 
then stronger wines, finally distilled 
spirits. 

“Aleohol cannot be permitted aboard 
a fighting vessel,” Mr. Daniels declared. 

Admiral Hewitt pointed out that rum 
is issued to their British comrades aboard 
ships in the same area, that naval ships 
sometimes carry cases of beer to go to 
Army men ashore and yet the only time 
U. S. Navy men may have a glass of 
beer is on their short and infrequent 
shore leaves.

NLISTED Coast Guardsmen who are 
E receiving $2 a month as a reward for 
services for which they were awarded one 
of the higher decorations will lose such 
pay when the Coast Guard ceases to be 
part of the Navy, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral has ruled. 

The language of the statutes authoriz- 
ing various awards such as the Medal of 
Honor, Navy Cross, and the like, will not 
permit the monthly gratuity to be con- 
tinued when the Coast Guard returns to 
civilian control, the Comptroller stated 
(decision B-40493) in reply to a series of 
questions asked by Vice Adm. Russell R. 
Waesche, Commandant. 

Admiral Waesche and Rear Adm. 
Frauk J. Gorman, Chief Finance Officer, 
told the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL that 
legislation would be sought to continue 
the gratuities in the peace-time Coast 
Guard. 

The Comptroller General had declared 
that recipients of the Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross only could receive the gratuity 
after the war under existing legislation. 

Confirm Admiral Waesche 

By unanimous vote, the Senate on 12 
May confirmed the nomination of Admiral 
Waesche for appointment as Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard for the four 
years beginning 14 June. First appointed 
to the high post on 14 June 1936, Admiral 
Waesche is completing his second term in 
office

Vote Pension Increases 


The Senate this week passed and sent 
to the President legislation, H.R. 3356, 
that would increase by 15 per cent the 
pensions payable to veterans with service- 
connected disabilities. 

The bill also provides that the monthly 
rates of compensation for widows and 
children shall be increased as follows: 
widow and no child, from $30 to $35; 
widow and one child, from $38 and $4 for 
each additional child to $45 and $5 for 
each added child; no widow and one 
child, from $15 to $18; no widow and two 
children, from $22 to $27; no widow, but 
three children, from $30 and $3 for each 
added child to $36 and $4 for each added 
child. 
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Waive Retired Pay for Pension 


The House this week passed legislation, 
(S. 771), which would permit retired per- 
sonnel entitled to retired pay, pension or 
compensation, to waive any part of their 
retired pay and accept such an amount of 
pension or compensation as they might be 
entitled to. 

Interpreting the bill as passed in the 
Senate to mean that retired personnel 
would have to waive their entire retired 
pay in order to accept a pension or com- 
pensation, the House Military Committee 
amended the bill to provide that person- 
nel could choose to accept the pension or 
compensation and then be paid in addi- 
tion the difference, if any, between their 
retired pay and the pension. The Senate 
accepted the amendment.

4. Institution of studies looking toward the protection and development of just post-war 
systems of promotion for personnel of the permanent establishments, 

5. Strengthening of the post war status of the National Guard and Reserves to assure 
their efficiency and permanency with continuance of full training facilities after the war. 

6. Upward revision of pension scales to assure Service widows a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel who use privately owned automobiles on govern- 
ment business. 





HEN the question of policy concerning a single Department of National De- 

fense has been settled by the Post-War Committee of the House of Represen- 
tatives, that group should take up the matter of pay and promotion in the post- 
war military and naval establishments. Representative Woodrum, chairman of the 
committee, has stated that he does not plan to bring these subjects before the com- 
mittee, but we submit that no matter which way the departmental problem is de- 
cided, there will be need to solve the personnel questions because of their important 
bearing on morale and hence on the efficiency of the Armed Forces. The Navy is 
now making no permanent promotions whatsoever, so that when the War is over 
there will be the gigantic task of determining the permanent ranks of the thousands 
of officers and enlisted men who will comprise our larger sea service. The same is 
true of the Marine Corps. The Army is continuing its permanent commissioned pro- 
motions in the Regular establishment, but the increase in Regular personnel which 
will of necessity follow the war will require changes in the law—for example the 
present act sets a limit of 705 on the number of permanent colonels. In the revision 
of the Navy and Marine Corps promotion laws consideration must be given to methods 
of avoiding the weaknesses and errors of its former system of selection and forced 
attrition. Many of the officers previously passed over by selection boards have 
highly distinguished themselves in combat, while others who were forcibly retired 
under the peace time promotion system, are now performing valuable duty ashore 
and afloat with great credit to themselves. As to pay, there have been so many 
amendments for various groups in each of the services that few understand the 
operation of the entire body of pay laws, while many groups suffer from lack of at- 
tention. The Joint Committee now at work could be of immense help to the Com- 
mittee in simplifying these laws and doing away with inequalities and injustices. 
Clarification of these two vital matters of pay and promotion now would have the 
added advantage of giving those contemplating permanent careers in the Armed 
Forces a view of what they may look forward to, while waiting until after the war 
will leave everyone tn a state of flux, and most likely will result in hastily enacted and 
unsatisfactory legislation. 


HEN General Arnold, Chief of the Army Air Forces, strode into the meeting of 
the War Labor Board this week, and told of the dire conesquences of the De- 
troit strikes upon our operations, invasion plans, and, especially, the lives of our 
men, he voiced the bitter truth regarding the conduct of Organized Labor, which the 
Services in battle areas long have realized. When he had finished, the strikes were 
called off. But, as he stated, they had cost his service 250 P-51 planes. Moreover, 
he emphasized that bombers without fighter protection, are more vulnerable to at- 
tack with greater peril to life and limb of their crews; that his time tables for con- 
tinuous attack upon German industries might have to be revised, and that the respite 
those industries would enjoy, would enable them to recover from the blows under 
which they are reeling. General Arnold could have told of other strikes in factories 
in the past which have proved exceedingly costly to us in planes, the absence of 
which has tended to the prolongation of the war. Nor, as the Services know and 
the country realizes, is the experience of the Army Air Forces unique in this matter 
of stoppage of production, Strategically critical materials of practically all kinds 
have been denied to our fighting men on land and sea and in the air, because of 
labor troubles from mines to factories, and, sad to say, the sons and brothers and 
relatives of the strikers have died or been wounded as a result. Our soldiers and 
sailors and airmen just cannot understand, first, how there can be layoffs and strikes 
when they are in need of weapons for defense and offense, and, second, how the Gov- 
ernment can even think of tolerating them; and they further resent demands for 
rocket wages when they are getting meagre pay, and their families are subsisting 
on penurious allowances drawn from that pay and from a Treasury contribution. If 
a dispute be serious, why, they ask, cannot the workers remain at their machines 
while competent authority is passing upon the merits of their claims? The time will 
come when the millions of men in uniform will be back home, and any one at all fa- 
miliar with their attitude knows that then they will demand an accounting, and 
that accounting will inelude the lives that idleness has sacrificed, the maimed who 
must face a future limited by their wounds, and the discharged who have suffered 
from the hardships unnecessarily imposed upon them. We are at the critical stage 
of the war in Europe, and we are approaching that stage in the Pacific and Asia. 
It is inconceivable, as General Arnold said, and General Marshall said before him, 
that under such circumstances so vital to. the Nation’s security and welfare, that 
any worker deliberately should leave his job. Because we believe in Organized Labor, 
because we know of the patriotism of most of its members, we beseech it to provide the 
production we must have to win the war, and not to give aid and comfort to our enemies 
by laying down their tools. And if this appeal should fall on deaf ears, then Congress 
no longer should hesitate to pass the National Service bill, and compel workers to pro- 
vide on time the weapons which are essential to the winning of the war.

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Foreign Affairs—The pattern of United Nations treatment of Europe as it is liber- 
ated is established clearly by the agreements which have been made with the Govern- 
ments-in-Exile of Belgium, the Netherlands, Norway and Czecho-Slovakia. The agree- 
ments with the Low Countries were signed this week by General Eisenhower and 
Foreign Minister Eden after full consultation with the Soviet Union; by all three of 
them with Norway, and by Russia independently on 8 May with Czecho-Slovakia, 
with American and British approval. The same fundamental principle underlying 
each agreement, calls for the restoration of the freed lands to the control of the Gov- 
ernments-in-Exile “as the military situation permits,” 

The great importance of these agreements in connection with the further prose- 
cution of the war and the settlements of the post-war period, is thoroughly under- 
stood in diplomatic and military circles in Washington. First, there is established 
anew the unity of policy of the United States, Great Britain and the Soviet Union with 
respect to the return to the conquered peoples of their territories and independence. 
Second, by refraining from signing the Belgian and Dutch pacts, Russia has dis- 
claimed any desire to exercise influence over nations close to England and vital to her 
security. Third, in jointly signing the agreement with Norway, Russia manifested 
what is acknowledged, her interest in that country because of its dominance of the 
Skaggerack entranfe to the Baltic Sea, and her expectation that it would become a 
battleground when her troops enter it from northern Finland, At the same time it is 
noted, she has bound herself to leave it free and independent and territorially com- 
plete. Except as to the Baltic, the same conisderations and pledges apply to Czecho- 
Slovakia. Third, the three Great Powers are committed to a course of action, which, 
inaugurated in Italy, is to be pursued in France and the Balkan States as they are 
liberated. Fourth, military considerations alone will determine when freed territory 
shall be turned over to its native civilian authority. And, fifth, satisfied that the 
United Nations intend they shall resume their independence and control of all their 
territory, the peoples of the states now in chains are expected to cooperate the more 
omy with the Anglo-American and Russian Armies in driving the Germans from 

eir soil. 


Encouraging as is this picture of diplomatic accomplishment, there are dark 
spots which remain to be clarified. Aware of the impending signature of the agree- 
ments, and stimulated by the participation of French troops in the Italian offensive, 
the French Assembly at Algiers, which is a deliberative and not a legislative body, 
adopted a resolution changing the name of the French Committee of National Lib- 
eration to that of the Provisional Government of France. This designation de Gaulle 
has been endeavoring fruitlessly for the past few months to get the United Nations 
to accept. Further to gain the much greater authority, which the change of name 
would imply, de Gaulle.has been insisting that the protocols made by General Clark 
with Admiral Darlan when we first invaded North Africa, be voided, so that he 
would have complete control of all French territory in North Africa. The attitude 
of the United States and Great Britain on these matters is identical, They will not 
accept the Committee as the Provisional Government of France, and while some of 
the provisions of the Clark-Darlan protocol are outmoded and may be revised, there 
is no intention to relinquish military authority in North Africa, which is so neces- 
sary for the operations against the uunderbelly of Europe, and for military control 
of the Mediterranean Sea. Nor will the Washington and London Governments turn 
over French soil to de Gaulle’s administration except as and when General Eisen- 
hower deems the military situation permits. Impeding to our operations in France 
would be civil strife behind the lines we will establish. That strife we fear, would 
develop should de Gaulle pursue his policy of executing Frenchmen who had contact 
with Marshal Petain and the Vichy Government. The purpose of Secretary Hull is 
to promote the establishment of an orderly Government which will restore France 
to her place as a first class power, and represent her in the post-war negotiations con- 
cerning world security and peace. That Russia is in sympathy with this aim, is an 
inference to be drawn from her courteous declination to sign the agreements just 
made by General Eisenhower and Foreign Minister Eden with the Low Countries. Mar- 
shal Stalin realizes that England’s location as to France is identical with that to- 
ward those nations, and it is expected he will observe it officially. Shrewd as he is, 
there is no thought here that he has been misled by de Gaulle’s expressed desire 
for an alliance between France and the Soviet Union. It is true he has given dip- 
lomatie recognition to the French Committee of National Liberation, but as he subse- 
quently explained in the case of like recognition of the Badoglio Government in Italy, 
this did not commit him to go a single step beyond the course which the United States 
and Britain would adopt. The agreements made with the Governments-in-Exile as 
noted above in which Russia participated, would seem to foreshadow an understand- 
ing regarding France, and to put an end to de Gaulle’s maneouvres to separate the 
three Great Powers while the coordinated operations against Germany are in progress, 

With respect to the other occupied countries of Europe, it is planned to arrange 
common aims so that they, too, when freed, shall have their territory restored, and 
their sovereignty reestablished with a minimum of disorder. Conversations respect- 
ing the Polish Government-in-Exile, are continuing in London. Reorganization of 
this Government with the elimination from it of General Kazimierz Sonskowski, 
Polish Commander-in-Chief, and successor designate to the Presidency, and other 
officials, would meet Soviet demands, and enable the establishment of diplomatic 
relations with Moscow, and then negotiations for the settlement of the Russo-Polish 
boundary. The Polish National Council has asked President Razkiewicz to transfer 
military control from General Sonsokowski to civilian officials of the Government-in- 
Exile. He is expected to comply, particularly as the Polish people seem to want com- 
plete separation of the military and civil. Whether this change will satisfy Stalin re- 
muwins tu be seen. 

Besides Poland, Yugo-Slavia and Greece are headaches for the three Great 
Powers. The bitter quarrel between the Tito and Mikhailovitch factions in the 
former has no prospect of being adjusted. The Three Powers, following the lead of 
the Soviet Union, are giving aid principally to the former, but Kifig Michael’s sup- 
porters are persisting in their effort to attract to his Government-in-Exile repre- 
sentatives of the several groups fighting the Germans so they can claim that that 
Government alone is in a position to speak for Yugo-Slavia. However, the 
British Parliament is on record against having anything to do with a monarchistic 
regime. Regarding Greece, a succession of premiers has occurred within the past 
few weeks, and the underground forces have been battling with each other, It 
would seem that establishment of an accord between them would be impossible. The 
right wingers are charging that the left wingers are tools of Moscow, and intend to 
communize the country; the latter are charging that the right wingers are seeking 
to restore the monarchy with the aid of Britain so that British influence will be para- 
mount after the war. However, there is to be a conference of the factional leaders 
in Lebanon, and at this writing they appear to have agreed upon the agenda to be 
observed. It will be recalled that Prime Minister Churchill induced King George to 
announce that he would not return to Greece unless the people by their votes dem- 
onstrated he would be welcome. Mr. Churchill agreed that England would abide by 
the result of the ballot. At the same time, President Roosevelt urged the Greek 
people to unite on the ground that thereby they would best serve their own interests. 
Russia merely wants the factions to get together and join in beating the Germans. 





Beyond that she is manifesting little interest in the future of that country. There is no 
doubt she would favor restoration of its territory and sovereignty, and might even 
be willing to let it have territorial compensation at the expense of Bulgaria or Hun.

The advance of the United Nations’ Armies in Italy, the improved position of Rus. 
sia, and the coordinated advance which is about to be made against Germany, hag 
intensified the apprehension of the peoples of the Balkan satellite States. They have 
been told repeatedly that if they want to get any consideration from the United Na. 
tions they must withdraw now from their alliance with Germany. From them have 
come suggestions for peace, but they have not been authoritative, and are being disre. 
garded. However, when the ring around Germany still further tightens as a result of 
the pressure of the armies of the United Nations, it is anticipated those suggestions 
will be confirmed by officials in a position to speak. Failure to take advantage of our 
invitation now, for invitation it was, will cause the United Nations to treat them 
when conquered as Germany is to be treated. 

Japan, like the other German satellites, is reading the handwriting on the wall, 
and obviously is deliberating on what to do to escape the consequences of her precipita- 
tion into the war. Only on solemn occasions, are Prince Konoye, the elder statesman of 
the country, and present and past Prime Ministers, called into session, and such a ses- 
sion is now in progress. The Tokyo broadcast says reports are being heard and the 
current situation discussed. This means that Germany’s ability to continue the war 
is being examined, and that Japan’s own position is under survey. Neither aspect 
can look promising to the Japanese leaders. They know that formidable forces are 
preparing to pierce the German lines and that the first assault has begun by air and in 
Italy. They can expect no help to speak of from that ally. They find the outer perim- 
eter of their own defense broken by the Americans, our ships and planes operating at 
will well within it, their invasion of India halted and their new campaign in China ar. 
rested. They know we are preparing to bring the war home to Japan, first by bombing, 
and later by invasion. They note that the statement of the British Prime Minister af- 
firms an “inflexible and unwavering resolve to continue in the war with the utmost of 
our strength until the defeat and downfall of our cruel and barbarous foes has been 
accomplished,” This declaration is in accord with the fixed purpose of the American 
people. It is easy then for the Japanese warlords to ask themselves these questions: 
Shall we persist in a struggle which can only mean resistance against the overwhelm- 
ingly superior forces of our enemies, or shall we, before Germany is conquered, en- 
deavor to ascertain terms by which we can secure peace? The alternative is withdrawal 
from all the territories we have conquered, destruction of our Fleet, the bombing of 
our homeland, and perhaps invasion, What the conference will decide will not be 
known until events reveal it. 

The statement of the British Prime Ministers was welcomed in Washington be 
cause it expressed the determination of the Commonwealths to continue to act in con- 
cert with their allies, and In accordance with the military plans agreed upon; and be 
cause it affirmed past suggestions as to a post-war security and peace organization, 
made a self-denial pledge regarding advantages gained at the cost ‘of other nations, 
declared for the establishment of democratic governments in the free countries and ex- 
pressed devotion to the advancement of the welfare and social standing of all peoples. 
This is the program which generally appeals to America, and to realize which is the 
purpose of the various negotiations in progress. Naturally there are divergent views 
as to how it will be accomplished. For instance, the Senate Commerce Committee is 
questioning the policy on aviation expressed by Lord Beaverbrook, which, among 
other things, pledged the United States to supply Britain after the war with transport 
and cargo planes for commercial use pending the time when British production would 
be able to take care of home need. Secretary Hull is said to differ with Lord Beaver- 
brook’s view of the character of the understanding reached at the London conference 
on this question. However, another conference is to be held at which it is expected 
the questions which have arisen will be solved to the mutual satisfaction of both coun- 
tries. 


Army Medical Department — The New Zealand Army Hospital, where sick and 
wounded American servicemen from South Pacific battle zones are treated and re 
habilitated, has a record of only one death in each 1,500 patients. It is the largest 
hospital in the South Pacific area and has been in operation since 3 Feb. 1943. 

Situated in a healthful, temperate climate, the hospital was built and furnished 
by the New Zealand Government and equipped with U. S. medical and surgical sup- 
plies. The staff, consisting of physicians and nurses from the Yale University School 
of Medicine and School of Nursing, was activated 15 July 1942, at Camp Edwards, 
Mass. 

Mental as well as physical rehabilitation of patients is emphasized, according to 
the commanding officer of the hospital, Col. Don Longfellow, Medical Corps, an author- 
ity on typhoid vaccines and a former secretary of the Army Medical School in Wash- 
ington, D. C. The program has been so successful that few patients have had to be 
evacuated to the United States for further treatment. Many have been returned to 
duty. 

Members of the hospital staff include: Lt. Col. James C. Fox, Lt. Col. Edward J. 
Ottenheimer, Lt. Col. Michael D’Amico, Maj. Conrad W. Newberg, Capt. Averill A. 
Liebow and Capt. Ester Budd, Army Nurse Corps.

Naval Aeronautics—The Navy Department has ordered a reduction in the over-all 
production of fighter planes. The new program is being adopted solely because of 
military considerations, which include a rate of attrition in fighter operations much 
lower than was anticipated when the present production schedules were planned. 
The reduction will enable Naval air strength to stay within the maximum over- 
all goal of Navy planes fixed last year as the force necessary to accomplish the Navy’s 
war tasks. Production will be continued on a scale to maintain strength at that level. 
Because of thoroughness in the training of Navy pilots, relatively few Naval 
fighter planes have been lost in routine handling. Also, in actual combat, even 
more favorable results have been obtained than had been indicated by early esti- 
mates. Many more planes came back from operationa] flights because of the su- 
periority of Naval pilots and planes over the enemy, and because the rugged con- 
Struction of the fighters enabled them to take considerable punishment from enemy 
guns and still get home. 
_ The fact that attrition figures on Naval fighter planes is only two-thirds of the 
estimate set early this year testifies to the over-all success of Naval air operations. 
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Furthermore, as the relative air superiority over the enemy rises, the attrition rate 
has been dropping steadily.

Ordnance Department—Addressing the Army Ordnance Association, 18 May, at 
Buffalo, N. Y., Maj. Gen. Levin H. Campbell, jr., Chief of Ordnance, stated that 
American industry and the Army Ordnance Department have accumulated an ex- 
perience in arms production the like of which has never before been available in 
this or any other country. Outlining the work which has been accomplished by the 
Ordnance District system, he stated: 

“The value of contracts being administered by the Ordnance Districts at the 
end of March, 1944, was $17,649,098,945.23. The value of all contracts as of October, 
1942, was $18,921,593,253.68. For the same dates, that is March 1944 versus October 
1942, the number of prime contracts for which the Ordnance Districts are conducting 
inspections are 19,624 for March 1944, as compared with 19,895 for October 1942.” 

Despite the tremendous production load, he pointed out, the manpower involved 
has been reduced for the same periods from 44,200 to 27,603.

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—On 18 May, at the 100th Annual Meeting of the 
American Psychiatrie Association in Philadelphia, the United States Navy, presented 
a program on “Psychiatry and the U. S. Navy.” The Surgeon General, Vice Adm. 
Ross T. McIntire (MC), USN, headed the program. Among the Navy medica! officers 
participating were: Capt. W. F. Kennedy, Comdr. A. R. Behnke, and Comdr. G. N, 
Raines, all of the Regular Navy; Comdr. F. J. Braceland, Lt. Comdrs. C. C. Hare, 
D. L. Farnsworth, J. M. Henninger, L. A. Schwartz, and H. P. Rome, and Lts. R. 8. 
Wigton, and L. C. Kolb, all of the Naval Reserve. 

The first woman dentist to be appointed for service in the Navy is Lt. Sara G.

She became a naturalized 
citizen in Chicago in 1921 and has been in private practice since 1928. She is a gradu- 
ate of the Schroeder College of Dentistry and Institute of Natural Sciences, and of 
the University of Riga, Latvia. 


Army Air Foreces—Two P-51 Mustang fighters, piloted by AAF flyers, broke all 
transcontinental speed records this week in a flight from Los Angeles to New York 
in a little over six and a half hours. Col. Clair A. Peterson, piloting the winning 
plane, made the flight in 6 hours 31 minutes and 30 seconds, making one stop to refuel. 
The other plane, piloted by Lt. Col. Jack H. Carter, made a non-stop flight in 6 hours 
39 minutes and 30 seconds. Both pilots bettered former records by a substantial 
margin. The Lockheed Constellation crossed the continent from Burbank, Calif., 
to Washington, D. C., in 6 hours 58 minutes, 17 April. 

In what is said to be the first time a new type of rocket weapons has been put 
to use In the Pacific, fighters of the 13th Air Force attacked Simpson Harbor in Kera- 
via Bay, Rabaul, in a coordinated low-level operation with Dauntless divebombers, 
last week. The rocket guns blasted many enemy barges and caused explosious and 
fires among ground installations. It has been reported that the rocket guns are 
mounted in clusters of three beneath each wing. 

Maj. Gen. Curtis E. Lemay, 37-year-old commander of a heavy bombardment 
division of the 8th Air Force, the youngest major general in the United States Army, 
is pitted against Germany’s youngest major general, Oberst Pelz, 29, reported re- 
cently to have been named chief of the Western Air Force and given the task of 
trying to defend German targets in his area from Allied bombers. 

A report of the Mediterranean Allied Air Forces of its operation to cut all rail- 
road lines supplying the German armies in Italy, was made public this week by the 
War Department. The operation has entailed the use of practically every type of 
combat in the Mediterranean Allied Air Forces, commanded by Lt. Gen. Ira C. 
Eaker. The Tactical Air Force is commanded by Maj. Gen. John K. Cannon and the 
Strategic Air Force by Maj. Gen, Nathan F. Twining.

U. S. AIR FORCES IN EUROPE 

Photographs made during Tuesday attacks 
by Eighth Air Force heavy bombers indicate 
good results on three marshalling yards and 
seven of eight airdromes attacked. 

At Thinonville three concentrations of high 
explosives were put into marshalling yards. 
Direct hits seriously damaged another. Hits 
were also made on a turntable repair shed 
and large unidgntifiable building and the rail- 
way bridge crossing the Moselle River. 

At Luxembourg there was heavy damage to 
rolling steck in the railway sidings. The 
main line and a storage building were hit 
and there was damage to engine round- 
houses. 

At Liege, concentrations fell across sorting 
sidings and also hit carriage and repair shops 
immediately to the north, destroying two- 
thirds of one locomotive shed and setting 
the repair shops afire. There was also heavy 
damage to the power plant. 

At the Thionville airdrome near the mar 
shalling yards hits were made on four large 
double hangars and at least three hits were 
made on three bay hangars. Five medium- 
sized and one large workshop and two bar- 
racks were also hit. 

At Laon-Athies heavy concentrations brack- 
eted a dispersal area destroying at least nine 
aircraft shelters and damaging eleven others. 
One small hangar was damaged and hits were 
made on barracks and the landing field was 
pocked by craters. 

At Laon-Couvron concentrations were 
dropped in dispersal and barracks area. At 
least six aircraft shelters and large unidenti- 
fied buildings and the adjacent railway were 
hit. 

At Juvincourt concentrations fell in the dis- 
persal area and on one of the runways. A 
hit was made on the covered shelters start- 
ing numerous fires and destroying at least 
thirteen of them. 

At St. Dizier two oil fires were started in 
the dispersal area. Eight aircraft shelters 
were destroyed, five were damaged and a 
small hangar and two sheds were demolished. 

At Florennes numerous small hangars and 
barracks buildings were set ablaze and a 
large number of craters were made in the 
landing field.

Three enemy aircraft 
were reported shot down by our bombers and 
fifteen reported destroyed in aerial combat by 
our fighters. 

Sixteen of our bombers and ten of our 
fighters are missing. 

12 May 

Results of Thursday’s attacks by United 
States Air Force heavy bombers 6n railway 
marshalling yards are indicated by photo- 
graphs as follows: 

At Konz and Karthaus, south of Trier, 
Germany, and just east of Luxembourg, 
roundhouses and repair shops were covered 
by the very impact of the concentrations of 
high explosives. Extensive damage appears 
to have been done to the rolling stock in the 
yards and large fires were burning at the 
end of the attack. There appeared to be hits 
on the adjacent railway bridge over the 
river. 

At Ehrang, north of Trier, roundhouses and 
repair shops were also covered by bomb 
bursts. There was considerable damage to 
rolling stock indicated and the check point 
at one end of the yards received a heavy 
concentration. 

At Luxembourg extensive damage was 
caused to rolling stock and the roundhouse 
was one-third destroyed. 

At Belfort, France, there were bursts 
among locomotives on sidings, repair shops 
and roundhouses shown, 

At Mulhouse, France, a concentration fell 
on the sorting sidings and the locomotive 
sheds. There were at least three hits on an- 
other engine shed in the Ile Napolean lo- 
comotive depot. 

At Epinal, France, the freight station, a 
large warehouse and several freight cars in 
sidings were hit. 

At Brussels considerable damage was done 
to the rolling stock in the Midi yards. 

At Liege, the bridge crossing the west end 
of the sidings received a heavy concentration. 

Revised figures on the number of enemy 
planes shot down in yesterday's missions are 
twenty-two destroyed by fighter escort in- 
stead of fifteen. 


Four synthetie oil plants in the Leipzig 


area of Germany and a German-operated 
plant on the border of Czechoslovakia were 
attacked this afternoon by a very strong 


force of Flying Fortresses and Liberators of 
the Eighth Air Force, 

Crews reported clear weather and saw their 
bombs drop with good results on the as- 
signed targets. These were the Leuna re- 
finery at Merseburg, the Lutzendorf factory, 
fourteen miles south of Halle; the Bohlen 
plant, just outside Leipzig: the refinery at 
Ze'tz and the factory at Brux on the border 
of Czechoslovakia. 

In addition, a fighter aircraft plant at 
Zwickau. south of Leipzig. and a railroad 
yard at Zwickau were attacked. Photographs 
taken during the bombing showed good con- 
centrations on the target areas. 

The bombers were escorted to their tar- 
gets by P-51 Mustangs, P-38 Lightnings and 
P-47 Thunderbolts of the Eighth afid Ninth 


Air Forces. RAF Mustangs of the Second 
Tactical Air Force provided withdrawal 
cover. 

Strong enemy fighter resistance was en- 


countered. Our fighter pilots reported de- 
stroying sixty-six of the enemy planes, while 
our bomber crews claimed the destruction of 
eighty-four. 

From these operations forty-two of our 
bombers and ten of our fighters are miss- 
ing. 

13 May 

Severe damage was caused to all five of 
the German synthetic oil plants bombed Fri- 
day by the Eighth Air Force. This was 
shown by photographs taken during and 
after, the bombing. A number of fires and 
explosions can be seen on the film. 

At the Bruex plant in Czech Sudetenland, 
one of the largest in German-controlled Eu- 
rope, fires were out of control in the distil- 
lation plants, the boiler house and the car- 
bonization plant when the photographs were 
taken. Hits were scored on many buildings. 
Fires were also visible in an oil refinery, gas 
generating plant and carbonization plant at 
Bohlen, near Leipzig. 

Large explosions were seen at the big 
Leuna plant at Merseburg where concentra- 
tions fell in the center of the works. The 
boiler house, gas compression buildings, 
stores and tanks were hit. An explosion was 
noted in the injector house at the plant at 
Zeitz where hits took place on the generating 
— and the purification and conversion 
plant. 

At Lutzendorf, near Leipzig, oil storage 
tanks were ablaze at the end of the attack 
and hits were scored on the gas condensa- 
tion building, the contact oven house and a 
large unidentified building. Severe damage 
was also done to two large aircraft repair 
shops at Zwickau and some smaller buildings 
were destroyed. The choke point of the mar- 
shalling yard there was hit. 

A later Strategic Air Forces communi- 


que: 
Strong forces of B-17 Flying Fortresses and 
B-24 Liberators of the Eighth Air Force at- 


tacked the Focke-Wulf aircraft assembly 
plant at Tutow, Germany, and railroad 
marshalling yards and locomotive repair 


shops at Osnabrueck, Germany, and military 
targets in the Stettin area and elsewhere in 
Germany today. 

P-3S Lightnings, P-51 Mustangs and P-47 
Thunderbolts of the Eighth and Ninth Air 
Forces, in a very great strength, provided 
escort and support for the bombers. RAF 
Mustangs of the Second Tactical Air Force 
gave withdrawal support. 

Our bombers, attacking targets at Osna- 
brueck, encountered no enemy aircraft. 
Formations attacking other targets met 
strong resistance from enemy fighters. Many 
enemy fighters were driven off or destroyed 
by our escort before they could reach our 
bombers. 

Fiftv-four enemy aircraft were reported 
shot down by our fighters, and nine enemy 
aircraft were reported shot down by our 
bombers.

“If, however, you believe that we must 
have a consolidation, if seems to me that 
you should look into merging the whole 
military organization into the existing 
Navy. This, no doubt, may sound start 
ling when first stated. But consider that 
after the war we will have the largest 
Navy the world has ever known. With it 
we will have the naval air force and the 
Marines, together with many years’ expe- 
rience in the conduct of two and three 
dimensional warfare, and with the ma 
chinery for the common procurement of 
materials, supplies, buses, ete.. already 
well developed and functioning. It can op 
erate on sea, under the sea, in the air, in 
amphibious operations, and on land. This 
force by itself can police the world. It 
is the nucleus around which can be built 


one force.” 
In reply to questioning, Mr. Gates 
stated, “I would like to see a naval ain 


man on the Joint Chiefs of Staff in a po 
sition comparable to General Arnold.” 


Bureau of Budget 

Consolidation of the two departments 
Was advocated to the committee yvester- 
day by Mr. Harold I). Smith, Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, who is usually 
presumed to speak for the President. 

“IT believe further,” Mr. Smith said, 
“that the alternative is the acceleration

and hard read toward eventual integra- 
tion of the Services.” 


Referring to the present joint action 
achieved thus far Mr. Smith said “It 


must not be taken for granted that a vol- 
untary mechanism = such the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff will be just as effective 
in the apportionment of peace-time re- 
sources as it has been during the war in 
the assignment of combat tasks.” 

He continued “with a few exceptions, 
notably the Joint Chiefs of Staff in the 
field of military planning, the boards 
have suffered from lack of authority and 
from the natural tendency of the board 
members to function primarily as the 
agents of their respective services rather 
than representatives of an over-all 
point of view.”

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Pass GI Bill of Rights 

The House yesterday, its seventh con- 
secutive day of controversy over provi- 
sions of the “G.I. Bill of Rights,” S. 1767, 
passed the measure by a vote of 387 to 0, 
and returned it to the Senate for action 
on amendments. 

The bill gives the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration priority on men and materials it 
needs to carry out its veterans’ work, 
makes provisions as follows: 

From 54 weeks to four years’ educa 
tion at Government expense for all 
vicemen and women serving at least 90 
days who were not over 24 years old 
when entering the service and for those 
over 24 whose education was interrupted. 
Tuition up to $500 with a maintenance 
allowance of $50 and $25 additional for 
dependents. 

Loans with a Government guarantee of 
DO per cent with a $2,500 ceiling on the 
guarantee. Maximum interest rate set at 
six per cent, with the Government pay 
ing the interest for first two years on 
guaranteed portion. Loans to run for 
20 years and to be used for purchase of 
homes, farms and farm equipment or 
business property. 

Unemployment Compensation of $20 a 
week for a total of 26 weeks during a 
two-year period after discharge.

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Disability Pension Bill 

Legislation increasing pensions of vet- 
erans of World Wars I and II and their 
dependents was reported late last week 
by the Senate Finance Committee. The 
committee approved without amendment 
the bill, H.R. 8356, passed by the House 
16 Nov. 1943. 

The bill provides: 

(1) That veterans of World Wars I 
and IL will receive an inerease of 15 per 
cent in their present compensation for 
permanent total service-incurred disabil 
ity, with proportionate increases for 
lesser degrees of disability, Base pay for 
permanent total disability is now $100 a 





month, the proposed increase being to 
$115. 
(2) Increases the monthly rates of 


death compensation payable to widows 
and children of World War I veterans 
who die of a non-service-connected dis 
ability, as follows: 

Widow and no child, an increase from $30 
to S35. — 

Widow and 1 child, $45, instead of $58, and

Ihecause losses of equipment and 
weapons in battle and transport have 
been less than anticipated, President 


Roosevelt announced this week a cut of 
$8.4 billions in the estimates for the 
Army, the Navy and the War Shipping 
Administration for the next fiscal year. 
However, an additional sum of $3.5 for 
lend lease and $100 millions for other war 
activities will be necessary, so that the 
net reduction will be $4.8 billions. The 
total amount Congress will be asked to 
provide for the war budget will be $85.7 
billions as against the January estimate 
of $90.5 billions. The original estimate 
was based upon the expenditures it was 
felt at the time would be necessary in 
order to carry out the strategic decisions 
reached at the Teheran Conference. Un- 
der the revised figures, the Army's budg- 
et will be cut by $5 billions, the Navy 
by $4.4 billions, and the War Shipping 
Administration by $1 billion. According 
to the President, the reductions are due 
to the fact that enemy submarines are 
sinking fewer ships, big guns are lasting 
longer because they are not being hit with 
the frequency expected, and are receiv- 
ing greater care. The Navy has found 
that losses in fighter planes have been 
less than expected, and, therefore, has 
reduced its demand for them. 

The War Labor Board has decided that 
management has the right to discipline 
employees who strike in violation of a 
coutract.

Merchant Marine 

The United States must maintain a 
post-war merchant marine “adequate to 
service as an auxiliary to the armed ser- 
vices in wartime and to carry a substan- 
tial portion of our imports and exports 
in peace,” Rear Adm. Emory S. Land, 
Chairman of the Maritime Commission 
and War Shipping Administrator, de- 
clared in a Maritime Day message to per- 
sonnel in the shipping industry. 

“The merging of air and surface trans- 
portation over the oceans” is a problem 
to be faced, Admiral Land stated, obvious- 
ly referring to CAA attempts to divorce 
shipping from trans-oceanie flying which 
have been bitterly opposed by the mari- 
time industry and the House Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries Committee. 

Admiral Land stated: 

“The United States has maritime rights 
which it is the duty by law of the Maritime 
Commission to uphold and maintain The 
broad outline of our obligations and our aims 
is in the declaration of policy to the Merchant 
Marine Act of 1936. We are pledged to foster 
a merchant fleet adequate to serve as an aux 
iliary to the armed services in wartime and 
to carry a substantial portion of our imports 
and exports in peace. If we accomplish this 
successfully, the United States will most cer- 
tainly attain the position we lost 100 years 
ago as a great maritime nation. ..

Trained Medical Personnel 

The War Shipping Administration this 
week declared that it hopes to provide an 
adequately trained medical representative 
aboard every merchant cargo vessel by 
the end of 1944. To this end junior as- 
sistant purser-pharmacist’s mates are 
being graduated from the U. S. Maritime 
Service Hospital Corps School at Sheeps- 
head Bay, N. Y., as rapidly as possible. 
The consists of 5 weeks’ of in- 
doctrination, 12 weeks’ at the Corps 
School, 5 weeks’ of study in the duties of 
pursers, and a month of practical train- 
ing in a marine hospital. 

More than 1,200 have been graduated 
since December, 1942, and it is estimated 
that one out of every four merchant ships 
now has a medical representative aboard. 

Combining the duties of a purser and a 
pharmacist’s mate at sea makes possible 
the looking after medical duties at 
where the duties of a purser are at a mini- 
mum and of a purser in port where medi- 
cal facilities are available. 

Rach weekly class entering the hospital 
school is composed of 40 pursers and 10 
apprentice seamen. Experienced pursers 
are required to take only the medical part 
of the program. In the Hospital Corps 
School, seamen receive instruction in an 
atomy, nursing, preventive 
medicine, the giving of inoculations, ship's 
hygiene and sanitation, clinical labora 
tory work, pharmacy, and advanced first 
aid. This course is supplemented by a 
month’s practical experience and training 
in a marine or other approved hospital.

Map Civil Affairs Program 

Assistant Secretary of War John J. 
McCloy and Maj. Gen. John H. Hill 
dring, director of the Civil Affairs Divi- 
sion, told Washington reporters 15 May 
of the problems of the Civil Affairs Divi 
sion and of the headway made in plan 
ning the supervision of civil affairs in 
occupied territory. 

As used in the title, the term civil 
affairs is in a way a misnomer, Mr. Mc- 
Cloy pointed out, as it is primarliy a mili 
tary adjunct of military operations. The 
rear areas must in all cases be of assist- 
ance to the advanced battle line. Sup 
ply lines must be kept open, sabotage pre- 
vented, riots and other disorders kept 
down and the possibility of the presence 


of spies kept in mind. 

Questioned as to whether plans are 
being made for territory which will be 
captured in the Pacific, General Hill 


dring replied: 

“We are very busily engaged in civil 
affairs plans for those areas.” 

More vigorous opposition and difficulty 
in indoctrination was forecast for the 
program when it is placed in operation 
in former German territory than was the 
case in Italy. 

“I think,” said Mr. McCloy, “there are 
elements in the German population which 


will be more vigorous than those in 
Italy.” 
In Italy, he explained, a spirit of 


apathy was encountered rather than one 
of opposition. 

It was pointed out that there has never 
been any intentiow of establishing Allied 
Military Government in France, a nation 
with whom we have enjoyed a traditional 
friendship, as was done in Italy. 

The Combined Civil Affairs Committee, 
charged with the consideration of all 
questions of broad policy concerning civil 
affairs, formulating plans concerning 
them and making recommendations, was 
established by the Combined Chiefs of 
Staff. This committee is evenly divided 
between British and American members. 
The civil affairs policies of the United 
States are fully coordinated through 
consultation and liaison between the 
Civil Affairs Division, the Occupied 
Areas Section in the Office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations and_ interested 
civilian agencies. 

In the final planning for the occupa 
tion of Germany, three Allies, the United 
States, Britain and the Soviet Union will 
be reconciling their views and keeping in 
close touch with the governments of the 
other United Nations.
